Plates navy hap just proved the feasibility 
of escaping through the torpedo tube of 
a s u bm R r i n t* by a very pluck y perf o rm - 
once. It has already been tried success- 
fully on dops In Newport Harbor, but 
their experience

conclusive.

compressed air. 


Of course, when tj.e port at .the outer 


end Is thrown open the *ea rushes in. 
This Is a matter of no importance, so 
for ixs the shooting of the torpedo is con- 
cerned. 
When the latter has been dis- 


charged the port is closed again by the 
same mechanism, and the tube is auto- 
matically emptied of the water It con- 
tains. Then, and not until then, tho door 
at the rear or breech end may be opened 
to Introduce a fresh torpedo. 


"What Ensign Whiting did was simply 


to substitute himself for the torpedo. 
Tho door being closed behind him, he lay 
fiat in the tube and waited. 
But first 


he secured a firm gcip upon the port 
at the outer end of the tube. 
For it 


was not intended to use tlie compressed 
air to shoot him out into the sea, but 
merely to eject him by operating: tho 
mechanism already described. As it was, 
th» experiment was perilous enough.
